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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant appears to be arguing the 
references separately and not viewing them in combination. The art of Final Fantasy was used to teach how players complete a task is 
scored in comparison to a threshold value is also an important consideration as it provides points for not just doing a task but for how it is 
done. Even though the players set their own time, it is still a parameter in how the monster is beat relative to a threshold. When the 
player is closest to the threshold, they are considered to have performed better and thus beat the monster and task with more skill. The 
fact that the players set their own time goal does not detract from its teaching of incorporating additional factors into a method of scoring 
to associate how well an act was performed. As for the argument that navigation is not part of defeating an enemy, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Environments are more definitely a factor to be considered in all action games as it plays an integral part in player 
performance. In Final Fantasy, defeating the enemy comprises the requirement to navigate out of the cavern, thus it is a part of the 
determination in how the enemy was defeated. For at least these reasons, the combination of reference support changing stored 
parameters for the reasons disclosed as obvious in the prior office action..
